The fall type o f , 
hay fever seldom arrives later than 
A ugust 15. Therefore, this vzeek Is 
the tim e to think seriously of it it 
you are going to do it. 
It Is true tn a t In some cases it 


it possible to begin the treatm ent 
later, and even after the season has 
actually started. 
But 
these 
late 
starts 
are 
not 
as 
successful 
in 
m any cases. Sm aller doses of the 
ex tracts have to be used, and they 
involve 
more 
danger of 
disagree­ 
able reactions. 
The results of 
thi.s 
preventive 
trea tm e n t have become better and : 
better 
during the 
better during i 
the last few years, Ten years ago, 
about 25 per cent of patients vrere j 
relieved of their hay fever attacks. ■ 
Now, in the hands of the av erag e' 
physician who m akes no specialty : 
of the treatm ent, from 7 to 45 per 
cent of patients get relief, and in 
the hands of ex perts 65 to 75 per 
cent are relieved. 
The difference betw-een

pe rt’s works and the average m an’s ’ 
is, tha t 
the 
ex pert 
takes 
more 
trouble. People who are sensitive to 
hay fever have a general constitu­ 
tional condition which is known as 
‘‘allergx ’” or hypersensiliveness, and 
m ost of them are hyperscnsifive to 
m oie than one 
substance.

who are hypersensitive to the plant 
pollens which cause hay fever, may 
show no sensitiveness to other sub­ 
stances until the hay fever season 
arrives. Then certain foods in i'ease 
their discom fort—foods w-hieh dur­ 
ing the rest of the year they .a n 
eat w'ithout antici’pating 
any

agreeable coDsequence.s. 
For instance, 1 know- a
